John Hughes, East Jr. High, $18,- 
543, and Richard Neal, who 
resigned July 31 from West Jr. 
High, $18,846. Annetta Freed- 
man, program advisor for 
libraries, will receive $19,362 and 
Edward Grigoli, program ad- 
visor for music, $19,122. 

Voted to tenure after executive 
session were Anthony Frulla, 
principal at West Elementary, 
$91,583, and Richard McGrail, 
principal at East Jr. High, $23,- 
307. Second re-elections were ap- 
proved for Gerald Silverman, 
assistant High School principal 
on tenure as teacher, $18,469, and 
Richard Swift, program advisor 
for phys-ed and athletics, $16,752.

Policy 


Tabled Again 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night tabled a 
non-smoking policy until 
January, in favor of an interim 
push to educate school 
youngsters - - and the community 
- - about the hazards of smoking. 

The unanimous decision came 
after considerable discussion, in- 
cluding an appearance by Dr. 
Rudolph Muto of the Muto 
Thoracic Clinic in Lawrence, an 
avid anti-smoking campaigner, 
and a letter by Doug Walshe, 
president of the Andover Educa- 
tion Association. 

Members of the Student Ad- 
visory Council voiced then a 
willingness to accept the respon- 
sibility of educating their peers, 
“in cooperation with school of- 
ficials and Dr. Muto.” At the last 
session they had spoken against a 
no-smoking rule, and in favor of 
the right to decide for 
themselves. 

The policy is scheduled to 
appear on the Committee’s agen- 
da at its second meeting in 
January. Meanwhile, the Com- 
mittee has asked for monthly 
reports from Junior and High 
School administrators on the 

number of smoking infrac- 
tions and action taken; 

positive leadership steps in- 
itiated by administration, 
students and teachers to reduce 
and eliminate smoking; and 

results of surveys of progress 
toward eliminating smoking in 
Andover schools. 


Dr. Muto, an Andover resident 
who said he would come into the 
schools and help set up anti- 
smoking program, at no charge, 
contended that ‘‘No one is fully 
aware of the significance of 
smoking to their health.” 

If all. Andover school 
youngsters started smoking now, 
he said, 10 per cent would be dead 
of long cancer in 40 years. Thirty 
per cent would be disabled witha 
chronic lung disease, and a 
burden on society. 

‘Is it an impeachment of 
freedom to limit speeds on the 
highway?”’ Dr. Muto asked. ‘‘To 
keep you from going out and driv-

The Flood Plain Issue 
Destined To Be Back 


Flood plain zoning for about 200 
acres along Shawsheen and 
Merrimack Rivers suffered 
defeat at Monday’s town 
meeting; but indications are that 
the oft-proposed land use regula- 
tion will be presented to voters 
again at another town meeting. 

The flood plain item, last on 
the warrant Monday night, 
appeared to be the main issue in 
the annual October meeting 
which drew 519 registered voters 
to the slightly more than two- 
hour session. 

In a letter to the editor this 

week, Planning Board Member 
David M. Erickson stated the 
flood plain issue would again be 
placed before the voters. . 

The planners have on at least 
two prior occasions had inserted 
the provisions in town meeting 
warrants but withdrew them 
from consideration in favor of 
further study. 

Monday night, the board ex- 
plained the need for such zoning, 
particularly in view of pending 
federal legislation compelling 
communities to have such zoning 
provisions. 

Mrs. Margaret Keck, planning 
board chairman, Erickson, John 
F. Sheehy and Donald Mulvey all 
addressed the assembly on the 
need for such provisions in the 
bylaw. 

It was explained that the 
proposal does not prohibit 
building in the flood plain area,

assistance, 


but provides that new construc- 
tion must not have its lowest 
floor below the flood plain as es- 
tablished by the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers. 

Planners further pointed out 
that federally subsidized in- 
surance was available for flood 
plain districts and that should 
areas of town be flooded, federal 
or relief would 
probably not be forthcoming 
without flood plain provisions in 
the town’s zoning laws. 

Following a lengthy presenta- 
tion by the planners, Atty. John 
F. McGarry offered opposition, 
representing several Andover 
residents. 

As he spoke it became obvious 
that the majority of the 
audience had one thought in 
mind, defeat of flood plain zon- 


ing. 

Atty. McGarry said that the 
proposal would prevent 
rebuilding within the flood plain 
area without special permit, 
which he considered to be in- 
terference. He felt that in- 
surance rates would increase on 
property within the area, con- 
sidering that a building 80 per 
cent destroyed by fire would be 
subject to board of appeals ruling 
as to whether it could be rebuilt. 

He argued against the planning 
board’s statement that the Corps 
of Engineers had designated 
flood prone areas in Andover. 

Atty.McGarry noted that floods 
had hit this area in 1936 and 1938, 
but that since then, dams and

The particular issue passed 
rather smoothly in comparison to 
its initial presentation a year 
ago.

To Document Group

North Andover has been the 
host town this week for an un- 
usual seminar that has attracted 
people from all over the United 
States and Europe. 

The seminar on the preserva- 
tion and conservation of 
documents is being held at the 
Osgood Hill Conference Center 
and will end tomorrow. 

The visitors, who number 95, 
represent a variety of in- 
stitutions such as the Naval War 
College, the Smithsonian 
Institute, the Royal Ontario 


Museum and the Church of the 
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Latter Day Saints. 

The seminar is sponsored by 
the New England Document 
Conservation Center and the 
Boston Athenaeum. The NEDCC 
recently moved its office and 
laboratory into space rented at 
the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum. 

“The theme of the whole 
meeting is the management 
aspects of conservation with 
emphasis on the role of the 
curator in decision making, fund 
raising and establishing a policy 
for collections to utilize the 
assistance of practicing conser- 
vationists and information 
available. through scientific 
research,’ said George M. 
Cunha, director of the center. 

He showed a diagram of the 
information available to a 
curator with “‘The buck stops 
here’’ inscribed over the 
curator’s role. 


Managing the details of the 
organization of the seminar is 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bleau. On Mon- 
day she was busy greeting 
guests, arranging for transporta- 
tion from Logan Airport, trying 
to find a local bank that would 
cash a British traveler’s check 
and attending to the myriad of 
details and small crisis that any 
large gathering has. 


“She is priceless,’’ said Cunha. 
“She even got the leaves to turn 
for our non-New England 
visitors!”’ 

Two of the visitors are young 
women who have worked with 
Cunha during several summers. 
Kathy Ganley is a student at the 
University of New Hampshire 
and plans to be a professional 
conservator. Taking a week off 
from her job at Widener Library 
at Harvard University is Judy 
Walsh. 

The program is divided into 
two parts. The first half of the 
week was geared to library work, 
or the actual dealing with 
documents. The second half is 
concerned with administration. 
Most of the visitors have stayed 
for the full five days. 

Speakers at the seminar have 
included Dr. Vincent Vinas from 
the Archives of Spain, Dr. 
Anthony E. Werner, Keeper of 
the Research Library at the 
British Museum, and represen- 
tatives from the Library of 
Congress. 

The week of intensive discus- 
sion and learning was broken 
briefly last night at a reception at 
the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum. There the visitors 
mingled with the Trustees and 
staff of the Museum and the new 
offices of the NEDCC were for- 
mally dedicated. 

Cocktails were served and it 
was a pleasant party. More es- 
oteric then most parties, though; 
discreet eaves-dropping heard 
that most of the chatter centered 
on the preservation and conser- 
vation of documents. 


Recyclables In Demand 
Conference Is Informed 


‘‘We want your glass. We need 
your glass.” 

This was the plea of Harold 
Feldman of Glass Containers 
Corp., Dayville, Conn. at the 
Voluntary Recycling Conference 
held at the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst on Fri- 
day. He followed this plea by 
offering a $7 per ton premium 
(over the $20 per ton regular

paper of his own. But he 
still wants to get the 
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price) to his regular suppliers 
and said he was ready to bargain 
for some higher rate to new- 
comers. 

This need, and willingness to 
pay for glass, followed an ex- 
planation of the paper shortage 
and the great need for old 
newsprint, corrugated paper and 
even junk mail by John Lunt of 
Newark Boxboard Co. Mr. Lunt, 
whose company uses recycled 
paper exclusively, told the con- 
ference what was made, how 
different types and grades of 
paper are combined and of the 
expanding market. 

The paper industry believes the 
present shortage will extend into 
the 1980’s with prices going up 
all the time. Corrugated paper is 
the most desired and companies 
such as Newark Boxboard, which 
has branches in Haverhill and 
Salem, will pay as much as $40 


per ton. 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency, Washington, D.C. 


representative agreed with Mr. 
Lunt’s prognosis and said that six 
large paper companies had dis- 
cussed with EPA during this last 
year, the opening of paper 
manufacturing plants using ur- 
ban waste paper exclusively as 
the raw material. 

Members of Andover’s Recycl- 
ing Committee, Mrs. Richard 
Katz and Mrs. R.M. Cole, heard 
Charles Korker of the Conn. 
Dept. of Environmental Protec- 
tion explain the solid waste dis- 
posal plan for the State of 
Connecticut. This is a 
sophisticated procedure to com- 
bine recycling with the produc- 
tion of heat energy. This Authori- 
ty has been empowered and will 
begin its first plant in 
Bridgeport, Conn, during this 
next year. The most important 
part of his speech, to recyclers, 
was his insistence that home 
separation of clean glass, paper 
and cans is going to be a perma- 
nent way of life. 

Even though materials can be 
reclaimed after the process is un- 
der way, it is not economically 
feasible to do so. ‘‘Our best hope 
for saving natural resources, 
overcoming shortages, lowering 
prices and municipal taxes for 
waste disposal is home separa- 
tion of recyclables,”’ he said.

dikes had been built along the 
Merrimack to prevent such reoc- 
curence.

Moderator William Dalton did 
not require a count when the vote 
was called for, in view of the 
hand votes indicating clearly that 
less than the two-thirds majority 
needed was evident.

ing 100 miles an hour and getting 
yourself killed?”’ 

‘‘How about the rights of non- 
smokers to breathe clean air?”’ 
he went on. ‘‘You can’t go out and 
burn rubbish in the yard for that 
reason. Why smoking?” 

He did, however, indicate that 
he would prefer the ‘‘approach of 
concern’* rather than 
“legislating from the top.”’ 

Committeeman John Wragg, 
who presented a non-smoking 
policy at the last meeting, then 
read a letter from Doug Walshe 
of the AEA, asking him to 
sithdraw his proposal. 

‘A smoking policy takes place 
in a home environment, not in an 
educational environment,’ he 
wrote. ‘“‘The educational environ- 
ment assists in enhancing the ills 
and negativism of smoking.”’ 

He also said he didn’t feel it 
“the domain of an elected school 
committeeman to moralize for 


“the entire educational system,” 


and asked, ‘‘Who oversees your 
well-intentioned policy for the 16 
to 19 hours most individuals are 
not on the school grounds?”’ 

He also indicated that teachers 
might take ‘‘full legal recourse”’ 
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if the proposal became policy 
because it would extend the 
duties of teachers and alter 
working environment of the 
staff. 

“Would you be interested,”’ 
Walshe concluded, ‘‘in a different 
approach to the problem, i.e. by 
setting up and funding some 
program to educate and assist 
the students and possible faculty 
who are interested in curtailing 
the smoking habit? This would 
perhaps far better serve the 
educational system and its 
educators.” 

“T’m not moralizing, it’s not a 
question of morals,’’ Wragg 
answered. ‘‘Were dealing with 
health.”’ 

Committeeman John Lyons 
said he supported the ‘‘intent’’ of 
the policy to ‘help the students 
help themselves.’’ But the con- 
cern, he said, is in the enforcing. 
The cost would be most difficult, 
he said, both in time and effort of 
the people policing. It would take 
valuable time away from other 
educational pursuits.” 

‘‘The pupils feel it’s a 
privilege,’ he went on. ‘I feel 
this is the time to throw the ball 
right back to them. With every 
right comes equivalent respon- 
sibility - - such as not interfering 
with others, smoking only in 
those areas where it’s allowed, 
and not littering.” 

Chairman Frank Griggs 
summed up the tabling of the 
policy as giving an opportunity 
“for all parties concerned time 
to see how serious they are.”’

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Those Were The Days 
A Back Issue Reveals 


What a start Mrs. Samuel 
Hibbert must have gotten when 
she pulled out a back copy of the 
Andover Townsman not long ago. 
There it was in black and yellow - 
Andover retailers advertising 
steak at 20 to 30 cents a pound; 
veal, 10 cents; chicken 30 cents; 
lobster, 10 cents; butter, 22 
cents. Potatoes were 70 cents for 
a whole bushel and beans, 60 
cents a peck, to say nothing of 
clams at 25 cents per quart. 

The treasure from Mrs. 
Hibbert’s attic on Maple Ave., 
was dated Aug. 10, 1888 - back 
when the Townsman offices were 
in Draper’s Block (36-38 Main 
St.) and it carried under it’s first- 
page flag this gem from Philips 
Brooks: ‘‘Andover, everywhere 
and always, first, last, - the man- 
ly, straight-forward, sober, 
patriotic, New England town.” 

A day-by-day summary of the 
national scene, which shared the 
first page with classified ads, 
carried such items as General 
Sheridan’s death in Nonquitt 
(leaving ‘‘only Sherman of the 
great generals of our great war 
for Union and freedom’’) A sub- 
stitute conductor and driver were 
beaten during a horse-car strike 
in Brooklyn; ; two fighting 
sailors on Commercial St., 
Boston, were separated by an ex- 
press driver, and the latter kill- 
ed; and there was a terrific 
storm in Duluth, Minn. 

Fires and train wrecks were 
apparently signs of the times and 
claimed a hog’s share of the log - 
several persons were injured 
when trains derailed near 
Charlotte, N.C. (’’the work of 
train-wreckers’’) as well as in 
Kansas and Indiana; fires oc- 
curred at Wells College, a 
lumber mill in Saginaw, Mich., 
an entire block in Chattanooga, 
and the B&M Railroad depot in 
Cambridge Junction. 


Two long front-page columns 
were also given to the obituary of 
General Sheridan, ‘‘a patriot, 
which is far better than to be a 
politician.” 

Inside, Mrs. Hibbert learns 
that the Merrimack Mutual Fire 
Insurance Co. pays dividends of 
60 percent on five-year policies; 
Abbot Academy is on rollers, be- 
ing turned to face north; the 
Republicans met above Valpey’s 
store, while the Democrats 
(their attendance “‘was a fair one 
-for Andover -’’) met at Town 
Hall; taxes are $11 on $1,000 
(there’s a list of persons who 
paid more than $40); a Ballard- 
vale man was fined $1 for steal- 
ing apples (and $7.48 in costs); a 
house on School St. is actually for 
sale with both hot and cold run- 
ning water; ‘‘Little Lord 
Fauntleroy”’ is a big-seller at the 
Andover Book Store; ice orders 
from Lake Cochichewick can be 
left at the corner of Punchard 
Ave. and Summer St., and Ayer’s 
Sarsaparilla, ‘‘designed for those 
who need a medicine to purify 
their blood,’’ boasts ‘‘a constant 
triumph over disease.” 

While many other items show 
drastic changes over the years, 
(witness the lengthy railroad 
timetables), summertime even 
then meant an exodus to resorts 
such as Orchard Beach and the 
Jersey Shore. People were retir- 
ing to Florida (one letter warns 
of Florida loan-sharks), and ten- 
nis shoes were all the rage.

how earnest, cannot be fulfilled. 
In the coming year, as in the past 
year, promises made to God and 
to the worshipper himself, which 
were not fulfilled, may be wiped 
clean from the slate. However, 
those commitments made to 
one’s fellow man may be even 
weightier than those made to 
God, but are not as easily 
eradicated. 

The issues between man and 
man must be resolved by the peo- 
ple themselves. The Hebrew 
word chet is usually translated in 
English as ‘‘sin.’’ However, this 
translation does not carry the ex- 
actness of the Hebrew intentiun. 
Chet has its origins in archery, 
and the term is used to indicate 
“missing the mark.’’ Such is vhe 
Jewish concept of sin - the miss- 
ing of one’s goal, losing sight of 
the important things in life. 
Among those transgressions the 
congregation enumerates are 
sinning through word of mouth, 
abuse of power, disrespect for 
parents and teachings, exploita- 
tion of one’s neighbor. 

The most poignant moment of

vice, the very last moments of 
the Yom Kippur, as the sun’s 
shadow begins to cover the earth. 
The penitent person declares to 
God ‘‘Thou desirest not the death 
of the sinner, but that he return 
to Thee and live. Wide open are 
the gates of Thy forgiveness to 
all who truly seek to be recon- 
ciled with Thee.” 

“Trusting in Thy gracious 
promise, we have come before 
Thee, O Father, conscious of our 
guilt, yearning for Thine alters of 
peace. Condemend by the judge 
within us, we reflect sorrowfully 
on a life mis-used, and filled with 
regrets for opportunities 
neglected, and resolves come to 
naught.” These are prayers from 
the Union Prayer Book. 

Then, as a final reminder, the 
great call of the Shofar is sound- 
ed, and the Yamin Noraim, this 
overwhelming day of awe, comes 
to a close.

It’s the leaves that cause one of 
the biggest problems, Lewis 
says, and last year the cemetery, 7) 
which operates independently of © 
the West Parish Church, bought § 
its own vacuum to help solve the 
problem. 

- Lewis has also helped with 
more than 150 weddings at West 
Parish over the years, and two of 
the recent ones were in the 
cemetery chapel. Also con- 
structed by Wood, it holds 150 
people and ‘“‘couldn’t be built for 
a quarter of a million dollars 
today,’’ Lewis says. “‘It’s very 
beautiful,’ he goes on, Tiffany F) 
stained glass windows and all, § 
but it’s been used very little since 
funeral parlors came into vogue. 

Lewis also supervised 
maintenance of the parsonage, at 
90 High Plain Road, the church 
itself and the Sunday School 
building. Somewhere there was 
something going on every day of 
the week that needed to be tend- 
ed to. 

While he doesn’t claim to be an & 
expert, Lewis thinks a nursery j 
school - - like the one held at West 
Parish - - is a pretty good idea, 
and he goes on to expalin that he 
had been on the Andover School 
Committee for 15 years. From 
1945 to 1948 he was its chairman. # 

Lewis came from Danvers inv; 
1910, and graduated from. | 
Punchard High. He worked for 
the Andover Steam Laundry 
before joining the Air Corps in 
1918, and after his training serv- 
ed as a pilot instructor. 

“The planes were very frail 
back then,’’ he recalls. ‘‘We had 
90 horsepower engines in the 
OX5’s. Today autos have more 
power.”’ 

Fifty-five years ago he 
married his wife, the former 
Sarah L. Cole of Elm Street, and 
nearly 50 of those years they’ve 
lived at 183 Lowell St., just 
across from the main entrance to 
the cemetery and a stone’s throw 
from West Parish Church. The § 
Lewis house and the church were § 
built by the same people, in 
matching stone, Lewis says. A 
round stone above the door to his 
house says ‘‘1846,’’ while a 
similar one on the church dates it 
“1826.” 

A clapboard ell on his home, he 
goes on, is where the Hardy 
Brush Co. was founded years 
ago, to make brushes for the 
mills in Lawrence. .

Sharing Interest In Soccer

Andover’s two AFS foreign 
students this year seem polar op- 
posites - - a petite, vivacious girl 
from the warm, colorful and 
young nation of Brazil, and a tall, 
fair haired, more serious- 
seeming Scandinavian athlete 
from Oslo, Norway. Martha Man- 
sur has never seen snow, Oystein 
Haugen probably never has danc- 
ed the samba. 

But they share a great 
enthusiasm for soccer (football, 
to everyone but Americans). 
Brazilian Martha Mansur is a 
fervent spectator who describes 
soccer as her ‘‘great love” - - a 
game which is attended by 
millions in Brazil, with intense

In Oystein Haugen’s Norway, 
soccer is the most important 
sport too, and Oystein competes 
as a hard-hitting center halfback.

18 year old Martha is such a 
friendly, feminine and bubbly 
young person, that already she 
has earned the affectionate 
nickname of ‘‘Coffeebean,’”’ at 
the high school, because, as a 
commercial jingle goes, the 


Big Year 


This is a big AFS year for An- 
dover. 

Andover celebrates its tenth 
year of AFS (American Field 
Service) exchange students by 
welcoming vivacious Brazilian 
Martha Mansurto to Andover 
High School, and by welcoming 
back Kevin Staid and Craig 
MacDonald from AF'S summers 
in Brazil and Argentina, respec- 
tively. 

Oystein Haugen, an AF'S stu- 
dent from Norway, spent a 
month living with an Andover 
family before entering Phillips 
Academy for an AFS senior 
year at the coed boarding 
school. 

Finally, AFS-er Nancy 
Sagaser of Andover High 
returned in July from an AFS 
year in Germany to enter her 
freshman year at Brown. 
University. 

Students in the Andovers, 
more than in most suburban 
towns, have the opportunity to 
get to know and understand peo- 
ple from different en- 
vironments and backgrounds - - 
an experience which educates 
young people in dimensions 
beyond the textbook and 
classroom. Both towns have the 
AFS and ABC (A Better 
Chance) Programs, and now in- 
dividual student exchange 
programs, such as Andover 
High initiated last spring with a 
600-year old secondary school in 
Krakow, Poland. Andover High 


“coffee bean - - comes from 
Brazil.” 

Martha comes to Andover High 
from a closeknit family with 
seven children, living in Juiz de 
Fora, a university city of 300,000, 
50 mile north of Rio de Janiero. 

Her father is a bus company 
executive and her mother a 
‘‘homeloving housewife who lives 
for her children.’’ Martha’s older 
brother came to America several 
years ago as an AFS student, and 
Martha has longed to follow him. 
Her dream was realized when 
she came to live this summer 


sophomore Barbara 
Frackiewicz lived with a 
Krakow family last spring, and 
attended the liceum, and when 
she returned, she brought her 
new friend Bozena from 
Krokow to study at Andover 
High this semester. 

Such programs set into mo- 
tion all sorts of vital incidental 
and accidental learning ex- 
periences, both for the in- 
dividual who is ‘‘on the spot” 
and for the student body in the 
spot where that student is. 
Ideally, naive sterotyping gives 
way to more open minds, more 
tolerant attitudes, and greater 
understanding all around. 

That is the aim of the 
American Field Service, which 
grew out of the Volunteer Am- 
bulance Corps in World Wars I 
and II, and began sponsoring 
student exchange scholarships 
in 1947. AFS has brought 42,498 
students to the U.S. and sent 
22,507 American students 
abroad since then in a program 
aimed to help promote world 
understanding through the ex- 
perience of living with a family 
and attending school in a 
foreign land. . 

Since Andover had its first 
AFS-ers in 1963-64, community 
and school support has brought 
16 foreign students to Andover 
to live and attend the high 
school, while 10 Andover 
students have spent a summer 
or year abroad.

with the Joseph Catanzaros, her 
AFS host family, at 400 Lowell 
Street, where she has a ‘‘sister’’ 
her own age, Lisa Catanzaro, a 
senior classmate. 

The Catanzaros took Martha 
off on their vacation in Maine. 
(‘‘We had a wonderful, a 
beautiful time’’) and trips to 
points of historical and cultural 
interest. Martha is delighted that 
‘life is so natural, so good’’ with 
her host family; she and her 
father in Brazil already are 
working to commit the Catan- 
zaros to a visit with them in 
Brazil. Martha’s second love, 
besides soccer, is Carnival in 
Brazil - four days of pre-Lenten 
revelry and pageantry that are 
full of the color, the music and 
rhythms of Brazil. Andover will 
be hardput to show Martha 
anything as exciting and compell- 
ing as Carnival this winter. An- 
dover does not samba in the 
streets in February. Right? 

Oystein will be more used to 
Andover’s sort of winter. He 
came to Andover this August to 
his host family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Newell, 62 Walnut St. 
whose daughter, Avis, is a senior 
at the high school. The Newells 
took Oystein to Concord Bridge, 
Shelbourne Village in Vermont, 
sailing in New Hampshire and 
Kenneybunkport, Maine. Avis 
Newell worked for the Recrea- 


- tion Department at Rec. Park, 


and Oystein enjoyed joining the 
campout at summer’s end. 
Another summer treat was a trip 
to Mt. Katahdin with Dr. 
Ramsdell’s family. 

When school began, Oystein 
became a boarding student at 
Phillips Academy, one of the few 
AFS-ers in the United States to 
attend a boarding school. 

There he is taking probability, 
computer analysis, English com- 
petence, animal behavior and a 
course on the History of Schools 
of America taught by Head- 
master Dr. Theodore Sizer. This 
is an impressive course list, but a 
conversation with Oystein con- 
vinces one that school in Norway 
is a business-like affair, six days 
a week, six hours a day: students 
choose, and stick to, one line of 
study that necessitates taking a 
dozen courses at once. 

Both Oystein and Martha find 
surprises and differences in An- 
dover and America. Oystein is 
surprised that American houses 
all seem to have shutters. They 
don’t use shutters in Norway. He 
also is surprised that life here is 
not more different from Norway 
than it is. He had heard that the 
United States was more expen- 
sive, but finds that it is less ex- 
pensive to live in than Norway. 
The cars are larger, but cheaper, 
than at home.A Volvo car is less 
expensive here than in Norway, 
where taxes are much higher. 
But so are social benefits, like 
free education and medical care. 
The people, though, simply are 
not that different. 

Martha found that the food is 
vastly different from Brazilian 
food. She is still getting used to 
eating a big breakfast, a 
sandwich lunch, and a big dinner. 
At home, breakfast is very small, 
the big dinner comes at noon, and 
there is just a light supper in the 
evening. 

Martha also finds that there 
are more rules in this country 
governing the behavior of older 
students, such as seniors. 
Alcohol, for example, is neither 
prohibited nor does it seem a 
problem in Brazil; ‘‘because it is 
not forbidden, the Brazilian

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young people do not ‘‘go for 
broke’”’ when they have a chance 
to have beer or another drink.”’ 
One guesses that Martha finds 
some of the young Andover’s 
drinking habits immature. 

One of the reasons for greater 
freedom for senior students in 
Brazil is the university exams. 
Since there are so few places 
open at the university, students 
come back for a second and third 
senior year in order to prepare 
for another chance at university 
entrance exams, Martha says. 
‘There do not need to be rules 
about attendance and _.behavior. 
These students have the reason 
within themselves.’’ 

Different backgrounds, 
different environments. AFS 
students and their host student 
bodies are sure to learn-from one 
another.

they have overcome two of the 
biggest stumbling blocks in 
Wilmington and Chelmsford.

Defenses Superb

Town Meeting 


Monday night’s session of town meeting stands as a 
glaring example of the questionable validity of this form 
of democratic action. 

Founded in Colonial days, it served its people well, was 
an annual or periodic social as well as business gather- 
ing. 

Today, however, modern times and growth of com- 

-munities in New England casts doubt as to whether the 
system is really democratic, or truly expresses the feel- 
ing, desires and needs of a community such as Andover. 

Monday night, the issues were not very earth-shaking, 
to be sure, and there was fear of a quorum being reached. 

But there were sufficient voters present, and it was 
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voting down the flood plain zoning issue. 

The planning board, in presenting the matter to the 
meeting for perusal, was truly facing a ‘‘stacked deck.”’ 

This, of course, points out prominently what town 
meeting has now become. A forum for selfish interests. 

The people who turned out to defeat the flood plain zon- 
ing issue are not to be faulted for promoting their in- 
terest. They were there and provided the force to defeat 
it. 

But, will we see them again in March when issues in- 
volving some other area of town are involved? Probably 
not. 

Examine the town meetings of the past few years. The 
same condition prevails. The Doherty-Shawsheen school 
interests pack the house to get their renovations. 

Residents of effected areas where a new dump is 
proposed gather their forces to support their contentions. 
. Educational ‘‘experts”’ lobby through attendance to 
give the school department what they want, budget-wise. 

These are but a few examples of the promotion of 
selfish interests, rather than a thorough examination of 
the welfare of the community as a whole. 

Selectman Milton Greenberg has tried twice to in- 
crease the size of a quorum needed to act on important 
issues facing town meeting. He has failed, but the 
thought certainly has merit. 

As matters stand at present 350 people can make 
decisions for the over 24,000 residents of Andover, which 
is real minority rule. 

_A town meeting study committee of a few years back 
made its recommendations, which concerned mainly 
acoustics and comfort of those attending. 

A change to something which would better serve the in- 
terests of the town seems in order. Andover is big enough 
both in population and as a corporate being and is deser- 
ving of representation at town meetings which would 
consider all of the town, not just specific interest groups.

~ Something we had feared when the former dump site 
was opened for limited use, has happened. 

The area is open on Wednesday afternoons and Satur- 
days for the disposal of leaves, grass clippings, 
shrubbery, etc. Also, recyclable items and discarded 
tires can be deposited there. 

But when the Chandler road site was opened for this 
purpose, and as a convenience to Andover residents, 
there was fear that common household trash would find 
its way in with the allowable items.

As sure as the state ordered the dump closed and the 
results of that action are well known, they most assured- 
ly would clamp the gates shut permanently if violation of

Merrimack to stay within their 
banks? I’m afraid not. 

Whether we like it or not parts 
of the town are subject to 
flooding, a fact established by the 
authorities on floods, the U.S. 
Army engineers, 

If we have only had one flood in 
325 years, it simply means that 
we are 2,25 floods behind. The 
odds of having a flood are in- 
creased! 

After town meeting an 
agitated new property owner (in 
the flood plain) asked me how 
such a harmful thing as flood 
plain zoning could be considered, 
since it hurt the individual so 
badly. On further discussion 
however, it turned out that he 
was mostly upset that through 
lack or warning he had been 
duped into buying in the flood 
plain. Had the zoning been in 
effect, he, his lawyer, and bank, 
would have known the situation. 
How many more new buyers can 
we allow to be taken in to benefit 
the relatively few existing lan- 
downers? 

With the federal legislation 
pushing us; with a sense of the 
common good for the majority 
pulling us, the planning board 
will have to come back to town 
meeting with a flood plain bylaw 
- - not to impose a hardship on a 
few people, not to confiscate 
land, - - but to call a spade a 
spade.

Efforts 


The Merrimack River has been 
polluted for about five 
generations, but the quality of its 
water can be restored. 

For several months, the 
Merrimack Wastewater Manage- 
ment Study, a $900,000 planning 
effort by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and five regional 
planning agencies, together with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, has been preparing to 
develop plans that will eliminate 
the pollutants that have fouled 
the river. 

A report on the study’s 
progress will be presented in 
public meetings Oct. 4 at the 
Smith - Baker Center, 400 
Merrimack St., Lowell, and at 8 
p.m., Oct. 9 at the Lawrence 
Public Library, 51 Lawrence St., 
Lawrence. 

Colonel John H. Mason, who 
heads the New England Division 
of the Corps of Engineers, said 
the meetings will cover what the 
Merrimack study will ac- 
complish, what other ongoing 
planning and construction efforts 
are doing, and what will be re- 
quired of federal, state and local 
governments to meet the goals 
and requirements of the 1972 
Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act Amendments. 

The goals of the 1972 law call 
for the nation’s waters to be 
clean enough for fishing and 
swimming by mid-1983 and for no 
discharge of pollutants into the 
water by 1985. 

Many communities are prepar- 
ing for the construction of secon- 
lary wastewater treatment 
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The Merrimack Study will 
design advanced technical alter- 
natives that will remove these 
substances and address the 1983 
and 1985 goals of the law.

Kidnap 
Charges 


A Revere man faces charges of 
attempted murder, kidnaping 
and morals charges at a 
Lawrence District Court hearing 
Oct. 12, as a result of an incident 
on Lowell street last Friday 
night.

Hawk 
Habits 
Steady 


Since we live with too little 
meditation these days, sometime 
each year around mid-September 
we check our Job 39:26, which 
reads: 

“Doth the hawk fly by thy 
wisdom and stretch her wings 
toward the south?”’ 

Things Biblical as well as 
secular often can be tested by 
personal experience, Quite often, 
we test Job’s question at Mt. 
Tom in the Connecticut Valley - - 
and it seems to hold up rather 
well there. In fact, the Mt. Tom 
area is a funnel lifting thousands 
of hawks, mostly broad-winged 
hawks, on thermal air columns 
and updrafts that boost them 
over the hill. 

However, it seems obvious that 
Job and his scribes had

something more like Mt. Sinai in 
mind. That’s quite a way from 
Mt. Tom. Therefore, while we 
seldom get so far as Mt. Sinai, we 
do each autumn try a non-Mt. 
Tom site to make certain that the 
hawk stretches her wings in 
other places. This autumn, the 
site was Noble View on a high 
ridge in Russell, Mass. 

We had just decided that Noble 
View would be a good hawk 
watching location when four 
Springfield hawk watchers arriv- 
ed to confirm the impression. 

The Springfield men were 
Arthur Ross, Ray Rees, Ray 
Langley and James Cavanaugh. 
They were among volunteers who 
on that same day would be 
watching the sky for hawks at 45 
locations between southern New 
Hampshire and Vermont and the 
Connecticut coast. The volunteer 
teams were gotten together by 
Gerald S. Mersereau and Donald 
A. Hopkins of Windsor, Conn. 
Mersereau and Hopkins have 
plotted the sites in a pattern that 
covers something like 7000 
square miles. It may be the 
largest hawk watching operation 
in North America.
